Many Congressmen Take a Holi­ 
day and Go on an 
Excursion.

W a s h in g t o n , April 28.—Many 
of 
the Representatives went to Phila­ 
delphia to-day to witness the launch­ 
ing of the Yorktown, and there were 
but 
thirty-five 
members present. 
When the House met this morning, 
it immediately went into Committee 
on the Whole on tbe Tariff bill. 
Kerr, of Iowa, approved of a deduc­ 
tion of the revenue by the abolition of 
the internal revenue tax. 
The time 
had come, he thought, in the history 
of the American Government fon the 
Nation to declare henceforth it would 
take no share in the profits of the sale 
of alcoholic liquors. 
Tarsney, of Michigan, said he and 
the gentlemen on his side of the House 
were not freo traders, they were fair 
traders . They were not seeking to pull 
down the custom bouse of the coun­ 
try'. They, proposed to continue cus­ 
tom-house taxation, but they would 
revise the existing laws so as to bring 
the taxes down to the base line of a 
necpssity revenue, and in so revising 
the laws to place the highest duty on 
the luxuries of life, and the lowest on 
life’s necessaries. 
He was constantly interrupted by 
his colleague, Mr. O’Donnelly, with 
statements as to the great prosperity 
of agriculture and manufacturing in 
Michigan under the protective tariff, 
and the colloquy between the two up­ 
on the subject of the condition of 
Michigan afforded much amusement 
to the other members present. 
The 
discussion then took a colloquial turn 
and the subjects of free trade, protec­ 
tion, wages of laboring men, fisheries, 
shipbuilding, etc., were touched upon 
and at times questions and answers 
caused great merriment among the 
few members present. 
O’Neil, of Pennsylvania, said yes­ 
terday morning lie had received a let­ 
ter from a young lady about to gradu­ 
ate, iu which she said she had been 
designated to speak at her commence­ 
ment exercise on the protection of 
American industries, that this ques­ 
tion even entered into the household 
of every American family. 
Richardson, of Tennessee—Did the 
young lauy ask you for protection ? 
Mill ¡ken—If the young lady had 
asked you for protection would you be 
a froe trader then ? 
O'Neil then declared with emphasis 
that he was a protectionist of the pro­ 
tectionists, that he was a protectionist 
all over, a declaratiou which was re­ 
ceived with laughter and applause. 
Ford, of Michigan, characterized 
Philadelphia as an overgrown country 
village, and contrasted its slowness 
with the building activity of New* 
York. This condition of affairs, he 
fiaid, arose because the citizens of 
Philadelphia had not depended, as 
the citizens of New York had, on 
their own enterprise and thrift, but 
had been fed on the public. 
O’Neil suggested that the gentlemen 
must have been iu some remarkable 
condition when he visited Philadel­ 
phia, or he must have had his eyes 
closed. The manufactures of Phila­ 
delphia amounted to many millions 
more than those of New York. 
Russell, of Massachusetts, referring 
to the condition of the protected State 
oi|;Pennfylvania, statod that the af­ 
fairs in the coal regions of that State 
were a shame and scandal to human 
civilization. 
Baine declared that the wages paid 
in the county of Allegheny alone were 
annually more than the entire wages 
paid in all the States represented by 
the Southern contingent on the Ways 
and Means Committee. 
Breckenridge said that the concrete 
representation of the protective sys­ 
tem was the guard of Pinkerton de­ 
tectives at the Edgar Thomson Steel 
Works for the purpose of enabling 
Hungarian immigrants to work, while 
American workmen were kept at the 
point of the gun. That wfts the con­ 
crete picture of the state of wages in 
Allegheny. 
Baine declared that it was a mis­ 
take. Detectives were there, but the 
men they sought to protect were not 
Hungarians. 
The Hungarians that 
were there were not skilled mechan­ 
ics and could not do the work required. 
Breckenridge inquired what wages 
the workmen at tne Thomson Steel 
had been receiving. 
Baine replied that they had been 
receiving $3 per day. 
Breckenridge said the average wages 
of the Pinkerton detectives was $8 a 
day. They received that rate of wages 
to prevent a breach of peace by men 
who received $3 a day. 
Reed, of Maine, said the gentleman 
from Kentucky had drawn a picture 
with the American workmen in the 
cold and the Hungarian workmen 
rotected by Pinkeiton detectives, 
'he gentleman had pictured that 
as a final 
result 
of 
protection, 
when it was 
only 
an 
incident 
in the great dispute which went on, 
either under protection or free trade. 
The gentleman wanted to contrast the 
wages of the men temporarily employ­ 
ed, with those received by permanent 
employes. 
He (Reed) 
thought it 
ought to be pointed out that such 
methods of arguiDg this question of 
free trade or protection were some­ 
what petty in their nature. The ques­ 
tion was, what system secured great­ 
er wealth to the country and higher

I rogret ex­ 
tremely the circumstnnoes that made 
it necessary to publish the original 
warning, but under the existing laws 
it was my duty to other localities to 
B've them some intimation of the facts, 
their publication shall stir the Flor­ 
ida authorities to a proper sense of the 
obligation they owe the other States 
of the Union, by prompt vigorous 
sanitary measures and the establish­ 
ment of a State Board of Health, the 
publication will result iu great good to 
them, and to all the personal abuse of 
the Surgeon-General, while it may be* 
an amusing diversion to Florida, the 
newspapers will neither clean up their 
v illages nor arrest the yellow fever, 
nor restore confidence in themselves. 
The reports fill about four pages of 
the weekly abstract of Sanitary Re­ 
port No. 17.

Pond received a cablegram to-day 
from the British Governor of Hong 
Kong, stating that sinall-pox is no 
longer epidemic ioi that port, and it is 
believed the Board of Health will 
soon take action allowing passengers 
on China steamers to land upon ar­ 
rival here, if the steamers present 
clean bills of health. There are now 
eighteen hundred passengers detained 
iu quarantine, the great majority of 
whom are Chinese steerage passen­ 
gers.

is that he, in connection with three of 
the le ding citizens of Monrovia, has 
completed arrangements to build a 
cannery here in time to handle the 
deciduous fruits grown tins year.

All 
the latest improved machinery will be 
put in the factory, aud it will be put on 
a basis to do first class work.

fruit and garden produce raised in 
this vincimty.

E ditors H e r a l d : Suppose we ana­ 
lyze the condition of the lumber in­ 
dustry and see who it protect*. 
The 
lumber companies of California, Ore­ 
gon and Washington Territory have so 
■combined as to put the price of lum­ 
ber almost beyond the reach of the 
people of Southern California ;*yet it is 
one of the boasts of this coast that it 
can furnish the world with lumber. 
There is a vast amount of timber north 
of the international boundary; but the 
‘tariff in a measure prohibits its use 
.here, and the prohibition of English 
vessels in our coasting trade effectu­ 
ally prevents English lumber from 
coming here. Now the lumber barons 
of 
the 
Puget 
Sound 
region 
are raising a great howl and cry 
lest 
the 
duty will 
be removed 
and Canadian lumber be admitted to 
us free. They pretend it will close 
some of the mills at Puget Sound and 
throw the poor mill hands out of em­ 
ployment. Let us see who it is that 
this tariff really benefits. 
It gives the 
lumber companies a chance to tax the 
whole, population of this coast, while 
nothing prevents the Canadians from 
coming over from British Columbia to 
work in the mills of the United States, 
thus competing with American labor. 
Does that protect our own country­ 
men ? The removal of the tariff and 
free ships would have a wonderful ef­ 
fect in reviving the building interests 
of Southern California 
We can all 
see that the present high price of 
building material is a hindrance to 
the growth and development of this 
region: yet no one questions—not 
even the men who hurrah for Mr. 
Blaine — but 
that 
lumber 
can 
be 
laid 
down 
much 
cheaper 
than present prices, and yet leave a 
large margin of profit. 
If the tariff 
were removed and English ships per­ 
mitted to compete in our coasting 
trade, not many months would pass 
till British Columbia would lay down 
lumber at San Pedro for one-half the 
present prices and break up the pres­ 
ent monopoly of lumber in California. 
Now, which is really for the benefit of 
California—to strangle the develop­ 
ment and building industry here with 
high-priced material, to simply en­ 
rich the lumber companies of Puget 
Sound, 
or let competition of the 
Englishmen give the people cheap 
lumber? In either ca3e, whether the 
lumber is sawed in Washington Terri­ 
tory or in British Columbia, the Cana­ 
dians largely do the work of the mills, 
and there is no protection to American 
labor. 
As it is now the lumber kings 
own their forests up North,their mills 
on Puget Sound, the vessels to ship 
the lumber in and their yards here, 
and there is no way for English 
dealers to get through the wall of 
protection and 
special 
privileges 
which Congress has created. 
The 
tariff on lumber and the prohibition 
of English ships in our coast trade are 
a part of the same scheme for creat­ 
ing monopolies. 
Even the most ra­ 
bid protectioniets deplore, in a faint 
way, the decline of American ship­ 
building since the inauguration of the 
high tariff; but they are not willing 
to apply the proper remedy to remove 
the curse. 
Consider for a moment 
what the Republican remedy in Con­ 
gress would be. 
It would give a sub­ 
sidy 
to 
some 
company 
to 
build ships to carry our products 
to 
other 
parts 
of 
the 
world, 
and bring their products to us. What 
a savory scheme that would be in­ 
deed—to tax sixty millions of people 
in order to give a monopoly to some 
shipbuilding company. It is on a par 
with the land grant, railroad subsidy 
and various other monopolies that 
have burdened the country, and is 
worthy of the fraud and robbery that 
has characterized 
the 
Republican 
rule in the past. 
It is a worthy ex­ 
ample of the last days of Republican 
statesmanship. 
It looks as though 
the name of that parbv had become a 
synonym for public robbery and trick­ 
— 
Thev are willing to reduce the

while that of the United States has 
sunk into insignificance, and we may 
be sure that so long as England keeps 
to her present policy and the United 
States is handicapped with monstrous 
monopoly creating legislation, Ameri­ 
ca can never have a share in the car­ 
rying trade of the world. 
We must adopt a broader policy 
than legislating to establish privileged 
classes. England has become mistress 
of the seas aud controls the carrying 
trade of tke world, because she has 
invited the wealth of all nations to 
her doors; instead of trying to keep 
the products of the rest of the world 
away, she has made an effort to 
get i . She has thus made it possible 
or the people to obtain more of the 
comforts and luxuries of life in Lon­ 
don than in any other place in Chris­ 
tendom, while the policy of America 
has been directly opposite—to keep 
the wealth of the world away from 
her, and to make the comforts and 
luxuries of life the most difficult to 
obtain. 
When 
Venice was mistress 
of 
European commerce, and the Adriatic 
was teaming with 
crafts bearing 
goods of all sorts to her flowing streets, 
it was because of her freedom in trade. 
Her artizans received the highest 
wages of any city in Europe, and mer­ 
chants of all nations looked to Venice 
for special goods, kndVving that they 
tulu be found there, if anywhere. 
J ohn W at ero us. 
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surplus in any way that will give it to 
some monopoly or privileged clars. 
The 
fact that protectionists are 
flooding the country with protection 
literature shows that they aie alarmed 
lest 
the 
people 
next 
November 
will 
require 
them 
to 
take 
their fingers out of the pockets of the 
American people. 
Such a ridiculous 
scheme for reviviug ship building and 
the carrying trade shows to what des­ 
perate expedients the protectionists 
can resort. 
These barefaced schemes of plun­ 
der are so brazen that Mr. Blaine 
mu^t be getting ashamed of his asso­ 
ciates. 
No doubt his Florence letter 
was the result of his penetration into 
the future. 
He foresaw that there 
would be an astounding increase in 
the crop of mugwumps; that those of 
four years ago were only the advance 
picket guard, but that the army of 
mugwumps or free traders will begin 
to heave in sight this year. 
When I advocated free trade among 
my friends ten years ago it was con­ 
sidered at most a crime to mention 
i t ; but even the Republican faroiers 
of the West now begin to think 
that protection is not what it seems 
to them. 
Mr. Blaine’s personal ob­ 
servation in Europe has probably 
shown him that the only free trade 
nation there is the moat prosperous 
nation in Europe. 
It is a matter of 
fact that since the partial establish­ 
ment of free trade in England forty- 
two years ago, her manufactories have 
increased almost beyond comparison. 
I remember, when traveling through 
England a few years since, to have 
seen large, flourishing cities that 
were only villages forty years ago, 
now manufacturing towns that could 
only have been built up by free trade. 
I saw old men and women who told 
me that wages were much higher now 
than when they were young and that 
their 
wages brought them 
many 
more comforts 
than their wages 
did under the days of protection 
They told me that wages had increas- 
■ed from 50 to 100 per cent, since they 
were young. 
Thus you see what free 
'trade has done for the English labor­ 
ing classes. We know it is beyond 
contradiction that the laborers of 
Great Britain receive higher wages 
than those of any other country in 
Europe. 
According to the theory of 
the 
protectionists 
the 
high tariff 
countries Ought to pay the highest 
wages; but there íb not an exception 
to the rule in all Europe that the 
countries with the highest tariff pay 
the lowest wages. 
Tne protection 
papers persistently misrepresent the 
English when they state that all 
Englishmen wish us to have free 
trade. The English people greatly 
desire the United States to keep up 
the high tariff. I talked with English 
manufacturers and others who are 
much opposed toAmerica establishing 
free trade. They know that if America 
had free trade she would soon be 
able to get much of the trade that 
England now monopolizes.

Thu Week*! B udget-N ew Hornea 
an d l*ubllc B uilding*. 
The transient visitor at Pasadena 
or IiOs Angeles does not obtain the 
impression that things are at a stand­ 
still. 
Building, despite the high price 
of lumber, is going on at a remarkable 
rate. 
In Pasadena the buildings in 
course of erection and under contract 
to be finished before six months, 
amount to half a million dollars. 
Among them may ba mentioned 
the school house on California street, 
to cost over $25,000; the residence 
of Col. H. H. Markham nearly op­ 
posite, which, when furnished will 
cost over thirty thousand dollurs; the 
Union Club-House on Colorado street 
valued at $50,000; the Young Men’s 
Christian Association on Fairbanks 
avenue; the Uuiversalist Church; a 
large, showy and expensive building, 
the residence of Judge Magee, just 
completed; 
the villa 
of 
Bayard 
Smith, which C03t 
over 
$30,000. 
A 
new 
brick 
block 
is 
about 
tobe erected upon Four OakB and 
Kansas, the new opera house, the E. 
C. Webster hotel building on Ray­ 
mond, the new postoffice block on 
Kansas and Raymond, a huge block 
near the H’irst National Bank on Col­ 
orado. 
These are a few, which the 
tourist would notice in a thirty min­ 
utes’ dri ve around Pasadena, and is a 
complete refutation of the rumors 
that find place in the Eastern press 
regarding “dull times and no work 
for 
the laborer in Southern Cali­ 
fornia.” 
Pasadena is the largest suburban 
place around Los Angeles, and is a 
reflection of what is going on else­ 
where in this county, and it is safe to 
say that there is fifty per cent more 
building going on here than in any 
city in the East of three times the 
population. This is about the aspect 
of the depression. 
The Bosenberry casa is yet attrac­ 
ting attention here. The man was 
found last week, mutilated almost be­ 
yond recognition—torn in pieces by 
the cars—and it was supposed that he 
was run over bv them. There are not 
a few who hold other opinions. It is 
reported, and with apparent author­ 
ity, that the man when found had his 
pockets turned out, and even his shoes 
taken, while a peculiar wound in the 
skull suggested 
the possibility oi 
murder.

to

changed some money at a saloon 
at 
Launauda, 
or 
near 
there; 
From all this the theory is put together 
that the man may have been knocked 
down, murdered and the body-thrown 
upon the track to conceal the true 
facts. It is known that two similar at­ 
tempts were made upon Bosenberry 
during his lifetim e; once while walking 
upon the railroad—and he waB heard 
to 
say 
that 
he 
had 
armed 
himself, and the uextjattempt to rob 
him would result disastrously to the 
parties. 
Bosenberry was a man of 
good habits except at intervals of sev­ 
eral months, when the craving for 
liquor became too much for him. He 
is known to have had about $15 on 
his person when he left Pasadena, 
his object being to search for woik in 
some of the oudying towns. 
It is impossible to make a town 
perfectly temperate; some beer and 
whisky 
can still be had. 
Some of 
the tricks to evade the law are inter­ 
esting. 
One man sells crackers at 
twenty-five cents apiece and presents 
his customers with a bottle of beer as 
a sort of chrorno. 
In 
many of 
the tents that dot. vacant lots near the 
centre liquor is sold—or rather given 
away—wliile an empty stable not a, 
hundred miles from the City Hall is 
used as a social club. 
The city 
fathers of Pasadena recognize probably 
and regretfully that tho Carleton and 
Raymond could not be successfully 
ruu without a wine list, and at these 
hotels with meals thirst can be 
suaged. 
The Pickwick Club of about seven­ 
ty-five members has formally opened 
its doors with Mr. Byron Bates, an 
old soldier, as President. 
Mr. \V. L. 
Vail, of the Star, and Mr. Bhawhan, 
city editor of the same, are among the 
prime movers. The object the Pick- 
wickians have in view is to entertain 
distinguished visitors; and, repre­ 
senting the creme de la creme of Pasa­ 
dena society, the culture and intelli­ 
gence of the community, they can 
well do it. 
The club-room is what 
a reporter once called “ a dream in 
decoration;” it is elegant in all its ap­ 
pointments, and reflects the good 
judgment of it* designers. The club 
has a theatrical flavor to it. 
Among 
its members are several who, if not 
professional, are artists; hence, the 
opera of the Pirates of Penzance, 
which was produced on the first 
night, was a grand success, and all 
the performers distinguished them­ 
selves. Only 400 could be accommo­ 
dated in the hall, and as there is an 
evident desire on all sides to see the 
opera again, it will be reproduced 
several times at Williams’ Hall. 
The Opera House now approaching 
completion on Raymond avenue is to 
be equal if not superior to any south 
of San Francisco, and by the next 
season Pasadena will have all the 
stars. 
. 
The long delayed sewer question 
has at last been settled. 
The bonds 
have been placed by Pasadena’s Na­ 
poleon of flnanco, E. O. Webster, and 
work is progressing to a speedy finish, 
and doubtless the effect wdl be noticed 
th is su m m er in a decrease of Bick- 


ly Republican, out Democrats have 
been coming in, and it is believed 
that a good showing can be made. 
Some of the wealthiest men here be­ 
long to 1 he party of Jacksonian sim­ 
plicity, to wit: The Honorable Ab­ 
bot Kinney, Col. Winston, J. DeBarth 
Shorb, Willis U. Masters, Postmaster, 
Col. Baker, and many others. 
There is rumor of a new paper for 
Pasadena—a first class weekly, giving 
all the news and having an agricult­ 
ural twang to it. In other words, a 
home weekly, containing good original 
matter. That there is room for such 
a sheet there is little doubt, and if 
properly placed and run it would have 
no opposition. 
Report goes that a 
number of Eastern men from Low­ 
ell, 
Springfield and 
Boston have 
subscribed all the stock of $50,000, and 
a few Pasadenans are to be let in. The 
editor it is reported will bo one of our 
citizens well known for his versatile 
pen and with an established reputa­ 
tion as a man of letters. The paper 
will be issued at once if at all—in 
first-clasa shape—and will not fail 
brains ana 
money 
can 
pre­ 
vent. 
For some time there have 
baon rumors of a morning paper for 
Pasadena. 
First, it was the Tribune 
that was to emulate the New York 
Worltl in establishing a Pasadena 
branch ; then it was rumored that the 
Times would start a daily; but the 
truth is, being so near Los Angeles, 
and receiving the H e r a ld before 
breakfast, it would be difficult to make 
a paper pay here. 
The Raymond closes soon, thus 
ending the most successful season in 
its history. 
At no time has there been 
a vacant room, and it is believed that 
a hotel twice as large could be filled. 
The Raymond grounds will be im­ 
proved this summer and many im- 
irovementa made. 
The 
Painter 
iotel, owned by one of Pasadena’s 
wealthy Quakers, has also been a big 
success. 
It will probably be kept 
open all summer. 
Speaking of hotels, a movement is 
quietly on foot that will astonish peo­ 
ple in the San Gabriel. It is to place 
a mammoth hotel building in Wil­ 
son’s Park, on the top of the Sierra 
Aladres. 
A smaller hotel will be 
placed on a level tract half way up, 
and so starting we will say from the 
villa, wo have hotels at 1,800, 3,000 
and 8,000 feet altitude.

T h e number of young criminals in 
the United States, as compared with 
the old ones, is a startling exhibit in 
the ways and growth of what should 
not be, in the face of the great en­ 
deavors of the chnrch and state to 
suppress evil. Wherein lies the fail­ 
ure? Are the pebple in the world 
growing worse inBlead of better ? The 
latter has been claimed for modern 
civilisation, yet, in the light of statis­ 
tics, it does nor appear that, among 
the masses, crime is on the wane 
either in frequency or flagrancy. Per­ 
haps it is meant,when it is said that the 
world is growing in goodness, that 
the few good are growing better and 
the many bad are growing worse, 
after 
the 
manner 
of 
the 
rich 
who 
are 
growing 
fewer -and 
richer while the poor are growing 
poorer and more numerous. 
Accord­ 
ing to recently promulgated official 
prison statistics there are in the Unit­ 
ed States over half a million of crim­ 
inals who actively and constantly vio­ 
late the laws of the land. Of this 
great number more than one-third are 
under twenty years of age, more than 
one-half nnder twenty-one years of 
age and more than two-thirds nnder 
twenty-two years of age. This means, 
in short, that there are two young 
criminals to each old one, and seems 
to point to a geometrical increase of 
criminals rather than the accepted 
arithmetical contingency.

I also Applied the air brakes, but all 
to no purpose, and the engine struck 
him wnen we were going at the rate 
of about seven or eight miles per 
hour. 
F. W. Rushton testified—I am a 
contractor and builder and a son-in- 
law of the deceased. 
He was a deaf 
mute from h !s birth. The jury re­ 
turned the following verdict; ’‘That 
the deceased came to bis death by be­ 
ing struck by engine No. 26 of the 
Santa Fe Route, and we, the jury, do 
recommend that more precaution be 
taken in the running of trains through 
the city.”

One can scarcely believe even that it 
was expected the convicts should do 
more than drag out a brief and m is­ 
erable existence under the rigors of a 
rule designed rather to hasten than 
pr long their ond. 
The arrangem ent 
under which Governor Phillip was dis­ 
patched did not contain a single ele­ 
ment of permanence. 
Not the least 
startling p artin connection with this 
point is that of the total num ber of 1,030 
persons who landed from the vessels 
of 
the 
expedition only 135 were 
women. The other “ live stock” con­ 
sisted of five horses, eleven cows, one 
bull and twelve sheep, while the ex­ 
pedition was so badly provisioned 
that from the very moment of landing 
starvation began to stare the settlers 
in the face. To redress the balance 
of the sexes, the British Government, 
in a dispatch, of which a copy may be 
seen to this day in the Record Ollice, 
authorized the Governor to send a 
transport to 
one 
the neighboring 
Friendly Islands and kidnap 200 native 
women 
as 
wives 
for the unpro­ 
vided males in the Colony. This gives 
a good idoa of the views which the 
British Government of that day held 
as to the future of Australia. 
But 
badly off as the settle» weie at first 
their condtiion speedily became worse. 
One characteristic misfortune and its 
sequel may be mentioned. To the 
distress of the little com mnnity, it 
was found that the buU and four

conclusion that the game is not worth 
the cost of the powder that has already 
been consumed, and that a further 
continuation of the fight would be 
ruinous. They would give millions if 
it had never been commenced. They 
would give additional millions if they 
could get out of the hole into which 
they have been put. 


TUB SITUATION. 
Notwithstanding reports to the con­ 
trary, and the circulars sent out daily 
by the “ Q” along the various lines of 
railroads, containing the comments of 
their subsidized organs on the situa­ 
tion and probable outcome of the 
strike, the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Engineers is in the mastery. 
But 
little ‘ Q” freight is being moved. 
The cars with sealed doors are mere 
“ stalls.” The wreck and havoc of 
“ Q” engines is sad to contemplate, 
and the parcel of pot-house engin­ 
eers they have engaged continue to 
do up their rolling stock and im­ 
peril the lives of passengers. 
While 
not a Chicago p iper has published 
the engineers’ circular stating their 
claims and grievances, all of them 
continue to publish m atter opposed to 
the strikers in unlimited quantity. 
They gave the attack made upon the 
engineers by W. P. Daniels, Secretary 
of the Railway Conductor’s organiza­ 
tion, in his report, in full, and the doc­ 
ument was full of falfo statements. 
Secretary Daniels’ report reads as if it 
had been made an object to him to go 
out of his way to attack the engineers. 
The Brothorhood men assert em phati­ 
cally that 
the 
statem ent 
that 
they took the 
conductors’ places 
is an untruth. 
Daniels’ report all 
through is in reality intended as a 
timely tirade against the engineers. 
The Brotherhood men are particu­ 
larly incensed at the scurrilous and 
unm anly attack upon the morals of 
their order. 
So far from having 
drunkards and saloon-keepers in their 
ranks, their 
constitution expressly 
provides that a member who is guiltv 
of drunkenness or keeps a saloon shall 
be expelled, and in the case of mem­ 
bers who may go into the saloon 
business, that they shall be expelled 
without a ballot. 
The penalty of 
expulsion and forfeiture of all benefits 
is provided for any member who 
npglects his duty or endangers Hie or 
property “ while uuder the influence 
of liquor or otherwise. 
The animus 
of Daniels’ tirade is made apparent by 
his reference to the “ late strike on the 
C. B. & Q.” and the “ failure of the 
late strike.” The Brotherhood men 
do not believe he represents the true 
sentim ents of the conductors as an 
organization. 
His report is certainly 
disreputable and its motives not above 
question. 
CHAIRMAN HOQE TALKS. 
A wrong impression of the ‘Q’ 
strike is gaining 
some circulation,” 
said C hairm an Hoge, of the Griev­ 
ance Committee, yesterday.

“ This enormous am ount of cattle, if 
handled on a fair basis of profits, such 
as other trades make, would have 
made a large am ount of money for 
each, but b y ‘pooling their issues’ 
they have made many extra millions, 
as wo will show further on. The ‘cat­ 
tle kings’ are distanced in the race. 
This combine have one buyer for a ll; 
that keen, bright little Hebrew, Nelson 
Morris, was the m an selected by the 
,combine* to buy all tue cattle that 
came into Chicago, and Nelson ‘went 
one better than some railroads do in 
their tariff charges, ‘which is all that 
the traffic will bear,’ and weut for the 
last ‘pound of flesh’ of producers and 
consumers as well as cattle. Th 
ground work for this has been laid in 
the last few years by the ‘big four’ 
in driving out of the trade all local 
butchers that did not sell their refrig­ 
erated beef.

done in Akron, Ohio: . 
'The threat of Armour A Oo. to 
open retail stoies in competition with 
the home butchers on their refusal to 
purchase his meats was carried into 
execution. 
Three 
retail 
markets 
were started. 
It was predicted that 
they would get no trade, and the 
opening of these markets was attended 
with m uch excitement. 
But, contrary 
to the prediction, hundreds of people, 
including many Knights of Labor, 
who were the instigators of this move­ 
m ent, went to the markets and made 
their purchases of meat, which was 
retailed at four cents a pound below 
local prices. 
It is stated that the 
Akron 
butchers 
agreed 
to 
buy 
Armour’s m eat as heretofore if these 
retail markets would be withdrawn. 
If the above is correctly reported 
it affords raai ter for serious reflection 
to the butchers of the country. W hen 
monopoly can overawe such a number 
of m en (there are sixty meat markets 
in Akron) into meek submission, and 
when capital is now used to coerce a 
trade and adopt such means to do it 
as by underselling at a loss, the pub­ 
lic are doing au injustice to them ­ 
selves in patronizing them and allow­ 
ing foreign capital to invade their 
town without giving them the least 
advantage in return.’ 
“ After getting the control of a large 
proportion of the desirable markets, 
and the times favoring them by the 
neceBsitios of the cattlemen who were 
obliged to rush their cattlo to m arket 
to keep out of the hands of the sheriff, 
they bjught the cattle at their own 
price, from $10 up to $30 or $40 a head, 
with ttie results about as follows, tak­ 
ing a 1200-pound steer as a barij.

It is a mass of ribbon tulle and

flowers, flung artistically upon a new 
work of gold wires, and, perched 
above a fresh, young face it is deli­ 
ciously undignified and dangerously 
becoming. 
There are other faces, 
however, to which concessions must 
be made, and therefore there must be 
other bonnets, but even these are 
comparatively giddy when one reflects 
upon the severe and quiet head-gear 
of the near past. 
There is a fancy 
too, this year, of giving bonnets 
the names of different flowers, trim­ 
ming and perfuming them in accord­ 
ance. 
Thus a “Jacqueminot Tur­ 
ban” is an inconsequent little frill of 
black tulle’ delicately plissfe to give 
the softest possible effect about the 
face, and the crown is a careless clus­ 
ter of deep-hearted, long-stemmed 
Jacques and their leaves. The roses 
are caught firmly to the wire net­ 
work on which this fairy structure is 
built, and, though they nod and 
tremble and flirt with every passing 
breeze or movement of the wearer’s 
bead, they are securely planted for 
the season’s wear. 
One “ Violet Bonnet” has a close 
niching of deep purple-plum velvet 
for face-trimming, the smallest of 
straps and bows of the same material 
for strings, and the violets are ar­ 
ranged with their cool, dark leaves in 
little bunches, irregularly covering 
the puffed crown of violet gauze. 
Another has a narrow brim, formed 
entirely of a a row of wood violets laid 
above a border of their leaves, with a 
softly gathered crown of dark-green 
tulle, a fine pleating of the tulle around 
the face and no Btrings.

of Violet de Panne.

Huge hats of Leghorn go through a 
sort of process o f evolution in the 
hands of the milliner, and come forth 
as pokes, shepherdess hats, 
“ La 
Tosca” shapes—even “Tam o’ Shan- 
ters”—with much be-fluted brims, 
and, like everything else in the way 
of head-covering, laden with flowers. 
Hats are steadily growing larger and 
lower-crowned, but there is always 
something in the way of capotes for 
the elegant few who will not wear big 
hats in the city. One of the latter is 
a handful—one can scarcely call it 
more—of green rose-leaves, lightened 
here and there by half-o]>ened buds, 
a single larger flower anda bud placed 
above a roll of dark-green velvet for 
a face trimming. 
And another is a 
soft crown of green crepe de Chine, a 
close roll of green velvet for a rim, 
and a wreath of ox-eyed daisies 
caught by a bow of green shaded 
ribbon. 
Green is the color par excellence of 
the^aeason, and the newest shades are 
dainty, lovely and spring-like. But it 
is not only the newest shades that are 
popular, and anything from the g reen 
greenness of the shade known as 
“Parrot” to the mystical silvery radi­ 
ance of the new “ Rhine-water” is 
fashionable. E ven brides wear green. 
At a morning wedding on Easter Mon­ 
day the bride relieved the indefinite 
beige tints of the traveling dress in 
which she appeared at the altar by a 
little bonnet of white 
silk crepe, 
trimmed with white moss roses and 
«s-green ribbon strings. 


All the small bonueta have glitter* 
ing skeletons of gold wire, and this 
foundation 
is prettily braided or 
twined in some lacy pattern, which is 
only shaded by the delicate covering 
of tulle. 
A pretty bonnet of Havana 
brown gauze onja gold frame h a s a 
cascade of brown and moss-green rib­ 
bon running over the base of the 
crown, finished above the face by a 
spray of pink moss buds. 
Another in 
the same slightly-pointed, lcw-crown 
ed shape is ot ivy-green tulle, with « 
soft roll of velvet and a wreath of 
glossy ivy leaveB. This is a lovely 
but exceedingly trying bonnet, and ie 
would take some fair-haired woman 
with a matchless lily and rose com­ 
plexion to carry it successtully. 
The walking jackets far spring all 
come in cutaway styles, with vests. 
The fronts may be open altogether, 
showing the vest all the way from the 
collar, or they may fasten with one, 
two or three buttons over the chest 
like a man’s cutaway, or they may 
button even more closely and give 
only a glimpse of the vest at the col­ 
lar, but cut away they must, aud 
they do, somewhere or somehow. 
The more flamboyant have vests of 
white broadcloth, 
heavily embroi­ 
dered with gold, aud loose fronts with 
revers, also gold-embroidered; more 
gold on the pockets, cuffs and collar. 
Aud a shade or two more subdued 
are those with vests of contrasting 
color, embroidered to match the color 
of the coat, as a Gobelin 
blue 
cutaway, with a vest of French 
gray, embroidered in Gobelin blue 
aud steel beads, a brown in the same 
style, with a vest of beige color 
braided with gold, and one of old 
green, with a scarlet vest braided with 
black cord. I counted at least twenty 
girls and married women within a ra­ 
dius of four blocks about Madison 
Square, all gaily caparisoued in cut­ 
away coats, with brilliant vests, aud 
after that it is safe to say that the 
more distingue style will be found in 
tho quieter loose-front jackets, with 
or without vests, handsomely braided 
in self color er with some pretty, har­ 
monious shade. Blue in the “Gobe­ 
lin,” “ Electric,” “ V i e u x “ Tapes 
try” and “Tempest” shades, rivals 
the darker shades of green in popu­ 
larity for jackets, and the new stone 
grays are also very elegant, and 
admit of effective braiding of em­ 
broidery in steel or oxydizoi silver. 
A stylish black coat is of smooth, 
handsome West of England cloth, 
beautifully made, silk-lined, and of 
exquisite tailor finish. The back is 
tight-fitting, open at the tails, the 
fronts loose, single-breasted, fasten­ 
ing below the high collar with one 
large button and falling loosely, cut 
away slightlv from the bust line with 
deeply-rounded corners. 
These cor­ 
ners áre beautifully braided with flue 
black silk cord, as are also the high 
collar aud the sleeves at the wrist—as 
simple a jacket as there is to be found 
in New York, and of style unuttera­ 
ble. 
Dress goods are brilliant in color and 
bold of design. Summer fabrics are 
covered with “electric” figures—rings 
interlacing each other, and enormous 
circles twined upon themselves like 
mammoth watch springs, comets with 
long tails, big discs and a peculiar 
broken figui$, called, for some occult 
reason, “Crackles.” 
All these on 
grounds of blue, green, gray or scar­ 
let, on challies, de laines, China and 
Bengalese silks and foulards, while 
the wash goods flaunt plaids of every 
hue and size, and even cashmeres and 
Henriettas 
come 
in 
dress 
pat­ 
terns, which include gay skirts of 
flgured 
silk 
or 
plaided 
surah. 
Figures 
and 
plaids 
are princi­ 
pally lines of white on a colored 
ground. When skirts of the same 
plain color are worn, they are trim­ 
med with perpendicular stripes of vel­ 
vet, the best quality of ribbon velvet 
being available for this purpoee, as it 
saves the labor required*to adjust 
bands of dress velvet. 
These velvet 
stripes are also used for sateen skirts 
or the nicer wash materials. A lovely 
summer dreBs is made of ecru em­ 
broidery and wide cardinal moiré rib­ 
bon over a skirt of cardinal silk. Fine 
ruffles of the embroidery form the 
trimming for the skirt; edge the 
drapery and run in narrow brettcllcs 
from the shoulder to the waist, on 
either side of a pointed vest made of 
the moiri ribbon. 
The polonaise is much used for the 
street. Bustles are smaller, and near­ 
ly all skirts are plain, or some flAt 
trimming only is used, such as au em­ 
broidered band of velvet, several rows 
of velvet, or the perpendicular stripes 
of velvet ribbon spoken of above.
